SOMK XKW SOUTH AMEKIC’AN MOTHS.

Mr. William Schaus liasi put in inv hands for determination some 
moths eollocted l)y himself in the Guianas. Among them are several 
iindeseribed forms which I characterize herewith at his wish. The 
types are in Mr. Schans’s collection, now in the V. 8. National Museum. 

Family ITIYUIDID.T. 

Genus BELONOPTERA H errich-Schaeffer. 

BELONOPTERA SANGUINEA, new species. 

— Semihyaline ochreons, with deep I)lood red mai'kings; 
the paler spaces in l)asal area, along costa, and hind margin, and tlie 
area between veins 2 and 5 tinged with rufous; ]>ase of inner margin 
br oadly deep red to submedian fold, met tliere by a band from median 
vein l)efore the origin of vein 2, and on inner margin just before 
middle by a much l)roader oldiqiie band, which forks widely in end of 
cell and contains a romrd pale spot; both these bands i*un ramifying 
to costa and form a broad iri‘egiilar costal streak continued to apex, 
Avith various pale ])atehes on costal edge and a larger one at base; 
shortly before apex a narrow brown streak curves parallel to hind 
margin. Avith two or three separate streaks beyond it; at anal angle a 
deep red ochreous blotch rises, its upper (uid pointed, reaching vein 4 
at its middle; in the interA al betAveen this and the central band are tA\o 
irregular red blotches, and some more in the palei* sjAace above vein 
5; all the pale spaces Avith small complicated reticulations; fi’inge 
rufous. 

-“Mainly deep red, having pale areas near base ])etween 
basal blotch and a bi’oad sul)njedian fascia, another larger on costa 
be 3 ^ond middle and a small one l)evond it, a fourth or submedian fold 
toAvards anal angle and a small one at the angle. 

Fuderside Avith the markings deep chestnut iuown instead of red 
and veiy much restricted. 

Face and prothorax red-broAvn, varied Avith ochreous; thorax and 
abdomen above red; beloAv ochreous smeared Avith reddish fulvous; a 
pair of ochreous spots on first segment of dorsum.

Genus BRIXIA Walker. 

BRIXIA NEAPOLITANA, new species. 

Foreinuiif . — Cream eolor, streaked with th'sli colored oehreous; cos- 
tal edo’o dott(‘d alternately lio-ht and dark; four or live slio-htly dark 
patches on costa iiu})ly the origin of transverse belts Avhich are 
obscurely broken up across wing l^y the pale ground color; the sub- 
marginal belt alone is uninterrupted, marked above middle with short 
dark horizontal streaks ending externally in white patches: from vein 
o to vein 1 the postmedian })and liecomes green, forming an oblique 
shuttle-shaped blotch with white edg(‘. 

Whitish, with six transverse parallel darker belts, of 
which the two middle ones are green: a few line stria" towards costa; 
fringe of both wings oehreous. 

Cnderside similar, the markings rather more distinct; the green 
belts of the hind wing very pale. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen oehreous; antemue ferruginous, thick- 
ened, and lamellate; legs broAvnish o(‘hreous; tarsi pale fuscous with 
Avhitish rings.

//v7r/. — Pale rufous oehreous, rather deeper towards hind 
margin; costal area olive tinged, dotted Avith white, the edge deeper 
betAveen the dots, from Avhich depend short white sti*eaks: the innei’ 
mai'gin lieloAv sul)iuedian and the outei* half of submedian interspace 
tilled Avith short Avhite ripples; a darker shade from costa before apex, 
separated by a short Avhite marginal streak from the rufous fringe, 

Jlhultring, — With the Avhite ri])ples d(‘veloped all over, the larger 
.spots forming tAvo white lines, antemedian and postmedian, tlu" 
included fascia tinged Avith green and Avith minute Avhite dots; mar- 
ginal area and fringe deeper tinted. 

Cnderside deeper rufous; the Avhite markings much as above, but 
plainer; the fascia of Innd Aving without anv green tinge. 

Head and shoulders dark broAvn; thorax and abdomen like wings;

DRACONIA BASIPLETA, new species.

(‘ 0 >:tal ed^'(' white, mai*ked with diM^]) brown dots and jstreaks; at three- 
tiftlis and tive-sixths, two deep bi’own sulx piadrat(‘ blottdies depend 
fi'om the costal streak: fi'om th(‘ innm* anode of th(‘ Wvsi a red brown 
line runs to an urn-sha])(Mt maidv at two-thirds of inner maroin; from 
its outer angh^ a line runs oblitpiely outwards joining a line from inner 
angle of second blotch to a triangular' blotch at anal angle, while from 
its outer angle a thi(dc line runs to middle of outer maigin: vein is 
red throughout: the ])ale spa(*es lugween the lines are tilled up with 
red (‘obwel)-shaped lines forming tigui-(vs of ii*regular siz<‘ and shapi^;

Thorax, patagia. and doi‘sum deej) red; face, vertex, and shoukhu’s 
whitish: base of shoulders, antemne, a spot in iniddh' of face, and palpi 
above red brown: abdomen below, pi'ctus, and undei-side of palpi 
whitish: legs mottled red and white.

IZA LILACINA, new species. 

ForticJ/of, Ochraceous, with dark bi’own streaks and reticulation; 
but this ground color shows onlv as two large costal ti*iangles, one 
before middle, tlu^ other reaching to apex, all the rest of the wing sur- 
face ])eing sutl'us(‘d with lilai* brown, showing a dove-colored sh(‘en 
ill parts: fi-ingi' lilac grey. 
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lIl)ul)rJ i )(/, — With the ochraceoii« gi*oiind color showing’ partially 
in middle of wing, the base and outer mai*gin being lilac; a distinct 
dark cell spot. 

Underside deeper ochraceoii.s, without lilac sutfusion in the hind- 
wing; the ti'ansverse mottlings plainer; forewing with a sinuous, 
slightly lustrous, cell mark. 

Head r('d brown; thoi’ax and abdomen sutfused with lilac; legs 
yellowish.

Genus LETCHENA Moore. 

LETCHENA FURVA, new species. 

Foretrrmp — Fulvous brown, )>righter towai'ds costa, with numerous 
short, thick transverse strije; a distinct dark spot at end of cell; 
beneath it, between veins 2 and 8, a silvery hyaline oval spot with 
blackish edge; fringe fuseous. 

lllndtal lap — Rather darker and redder; cell spot black; fringe con- 
colorous. 

Underside of foie wing dull brick red tinged with grey; the tians- 
verse striie black; cell spot i)lack with a pale centei*; the dark blotch 
on hind margin ill-detimal; hindwing l)righter lirick red with the stria^ 
well marked; inner margin ochreous. 

Head, shouldei’s, and thorax ii*on grey; patagia shining piidvish 
ochreous; abdomen l)rick red; underside of abdomen and legs grey; 
forelegs blackish.

This may be only a form of no/rtcea Dnirv, but the coloring is 
ditferent. There is a specimen in the British iMuseum collection from 
Santo Domingo.

Genus MACROPROTA, new genus. 

Forewiny, — Nari'ow and elongate; costa straight, convex before 
apex; hind margin obliipiely rounded, minutely crimulate. 

Ilhahoiny , — Distinctly crenulate; the apex truncate and vein 7 
toothed; hind margin excised below 7; inner margin short. 

Antenme simple; palpi short, upcurved in front of face; second seg- 
ment thick, third slender, mucli longer than second. Abdomen and 
legs long. Neui'ation simple. \Tins of tln^ undersid(‘ of forewing 
clothed Avith lustrous blue scales.

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Genus RHODOGONIA Warren. 

RHODOGONIA SUBFUSCA, new species. 

Fnn trin(j. Fulvous shadrcl with olive, with darker transverse stria' 
between the a eins and toward liase and along eostal region with some 
red scaling; costal edge snow-white, with live red dots in basal half and 
two red dashes beyond middle, at apex reddish brown; a dai‘k spot at 
end of cell; fringe liroadly brown-black in liasal half, the apices in the 
(‘iirves between the teeth siiow-white, and on each side of the teeth 
mixed with vermilion. 

lUndwiisj . — With the basal half of wing sutt‘us(‘d with vermilion, 
the outer half clouded with olive brownish: a dark shade from end of 
cell towards inner margin; eostal and abdominal areas yellowish, the 
fringe of inner margin yellow. 

Fndei'side smoky olive fuscous, more ochreous in hind wing, the 
inner margins in both wings broadly whitish: cell mark and costal 
marks of fore wing blackish; purplish brown clouds before margin on 
the two folds, larger in hindwing; fringes at base with a line of blue- 
grey hail’ scales; their apical poi-tions brightly white and vermilion. 

Head and thorax like forewing at base: abdomen like hindwing, 
fi’inged Avith vei’unlion; face white: basal joint and basal half of shaft 
of antimme snow-white; middle and hind femora and tibia' yelloAV and 
red: fore tibia3 red-brown, int(‘rnally white: tarsi white, ehecpiered 
with red -brow »i.

The type of the gmiiis RhodoifonUt mlniatu Warren came from 
British Guiana, but the diti'erences in the present male seem too great 
to allow of its being referred to that species tis the other sex.

STRIGLINA BRUNNEATA, new species. 

EoriOcJmj, — Snutf colored, with a tingy* c)f olive and a few scat- 
tered black specks: an indistinct broadening darker line obliipie from 
apex to middle of inner margin: a few black scales at apex: fringe 
concolorous or rathei’ deeper bi'own. 

lUndfri \i\\ the line median, much broader, appearing 
double. 

Fnderside duller. The stria* moi’(* clear: inner margin of forewing 
pale: tin* oblique line not marked. 

Head, thoi’ax, abdomen, and h*gs all eoncoloi*ous: tin* tai*si white.

Genus HEMIOPLISIS Herrich-Schaeffer. 

HEMIOPLISIS IMMACULATA, new species. 

Fore(rin(f , — Pale ochreous, covered with short bi*owii striations and 
washed with pale brown; outer line fairly distinct, pale ochreous out- 
wardlv edged with rufous, oblique outwards from three-fourths of 
costa, angled on vein 7, then oblique to three-tifths of inner margin; 
basal area slightly darker, limited Iw a very obscurely marked basal 
line, of which the up])er arm runs from one-fourtli of costa to middle 
of cell parallel to upper arm of outer line, the lower portion also run- 
ning parallel to that of the outer line; fringe browni.sh. 

Jllnihrlng. — With the line j)ostmedian. slightly bent outwards at 
middle. 

Underside paler, without markings. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen like wings; face and fi'ont of forelegs 
dark brown.
